polls show that Republican regis- 
tration strength, especially in the 
Midwest, is at the lowest ebb in 
modern times. In addition to this, 
Vice President Nixon’s poll stand- 
ing, which climbed after his Rus- 
sian journey, has slipped, and 
Sen. Kennedy has pulled even 
with him. Farm income is down. 
There is discontent in the great 
breadbasket states. 


But nothing seems to get the 
party together. The wounds of 
the filibuster, the emotions 
aroused by the student sitdowns in 
the South, the frequent belabor- 
ing of the Democratic mule by 
Chairman Paul Butler, and the 
fact that labor seems surely to be 
politically divided, are but some 
of the factors revealing the par- 
ty’s malaise. 


The Democratic chairman did 
not contribute anything to harmony 
when he showed his preference for 
Kernedy. It is believed it weak- 
ened the Massachusetts senator’s 
strength in the South, where there 
is so much resentment for Butler. 


Calculated Move 


Mr. Butler, recalling the his- 
toric background of the party as 
an organization formed by labor, 
minority ethnic groups, Southern 
conservatives with their penchant 
for going off on nonconservative 
Populist tangents, and _ intellect- 
uals of university and bourgeois 
levels, has made a coldly calcu- 
lated move. It is, in effect, a 
political time bomb. It is set to 
go off on, or shortly after, July 
11 in the convention hall at Los 
Angeles. 


Mr. Butler, as party chairman, 
has created an extracurricular 
national advisory committee 
which he has asked to draft a 
civil rights plank to be submitted 
to the delegates. Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt was asked, and has con- 
sented, to serve as chairman of 
a committee composed of from 12 
to 15 persons, of which six or 
seven will be well-known Negroes. 
Nor is this all. Mr. Butler plans 
to send panels into each region, 
including one in a yet-to-be-desig- 
nated Southern city, to hear sug- 
gestions about the civil rights 
plank. 


If this plan is carried out, as 
it almost certainly will be, the 
convention will be typically Dem- 
ocratic. That is to say, it will be 
rancorous, strident and explosive. 
Unity, a vagrant on the town, will 
not be invited to come in to be 
fed, clothed and welcomed back in 
the family circle. 


Chairman Butler strongly be- 
lieves that only a strong civil 
rights plank will bring the minor- 
ity groups in the great cities back 
to the party. In 1952 and 1956 
they broke away for the first 
time. In 1956 and 1958 the Negro 
vote also was diminished. 


Urban Elements 


Mr. Butler seemingly figures 
that if he can polarize these ur- 
ban elements around a civil rights 
plank, and add to them the farm 
revolt, the Democrats might win. 

That he leans toward Sen. Ken- 
nedy as the best possible nominee 
is explained by this thinking. 


Sen. Kennedy will have more 
vote-getting strength in the large 
cities of the East and West. Even 
if the Deep South bolts, as it did 
in 1958, a combination of the cities 
and the disenchanted farmers can 
gain victory. Butler remembers 
the Truman victory which was so 
obtained. 


It is a desperate gamble, and it 
will worry Vice President Nixon. 
Once the civil rights bill is passed 
and sent to the President we may 
expect Mr. Nixon to begin his 
moves to woo.the farm vote and 


‘break up Mr. Butler’s move to 


bring labor and the minority 
ethnic groups back to the party of 
their fathers. 


Anyhow, most of the Demo- 
cratic leaders presently feel like 
Moses on Mount Nebo, with the 
Promised Land so near and yet 
so far.

Detectives Wednesday expressed 
confidence of an early arrest in

Christian said. “I feel that we 
are on the right track.”

2 Prisoners 
Threaten Lives 


Of 16 Hostages

(P—State Corrections Com- 
missioner Keith Hampton said Wednesday night that 
two armed convicts held 16 persons in all, including 12 
outside civilians, as hostages at gunpoint in a deputy 
warden’s office in the state penitentiary here. Three are 


women. 


First reports said there were 
only nine hostages. Hampton said 
there were an assistant deputy 
warden, four guards, two trans- 
portation officers, one prison tele- 
phone operator, one lawyer, two 
women employes, the wife of a 
prisoner and four convicts. 


About 500 heavily armed city, 
county and state police surrounded 
the prison and sealed it off. 


Hampton, executive head of Ten- 
nessee’s prisons, told a late night 
news conference that the long 
term prisoners, armed with pis- 
tols, were demanding their free- 
dom, a car and two hostages to 
accompany them out of prison. 


“I for one will not open the peni- 
tentiary gates and let them out 
on the public,’’” Hampton said. “I 
am not going to make any conces- 
sions to turn them out. That’s not 
an easy decision because peoples’ 
lives at stake. . . . We feel the 
best way is to wait and see what 
happens.” 

The four additional convicts ap- 
parently were taking no part in

WASHINGTON—Except for the 
formality of a final roll call vote, 
the House completed action on its 
civil rights bill Wednesday and 
prepared to send it to the Senate 
Thursday. 


Completion of the five-point bill 
came when the House. nailed down 
its approval of a voting referee 
amendment by a roll call vote of 
295 to 134. 


The House was then ready to 
vote on final passage of the bill 
when Rep. John Bell Williams 
(D-Miss) demanded an engrossed 


WASHINGTON (#—Here in brief is the five-point House civil 


rights bill: 


1. Permits federal courts to appoint referees to help Negroes 
and others who complain they are being denied voting rights. 


2. Makes it a federal crime, 


and 60 days in jail, 


punishable by up to $1,000 fine 


to interfere by violence or threats with a 


federal court’s school desegregation order. 


3. Makes it a federal crime, punishable by up to $5,000 fine 
and five years imprisonment, to flee across a state line to escape 
prosecution for bombing or setting fire to any building or vehicle, 
or for threats or false reports of a bombing. 


4. Requires local election officials to preserve election records 
for at least two years and permit U.S. Department of Justice 
officials to examine them on demand. 


5. Authorizes the U.S. commissioner of education to set up 
schools for servicemen’s children where regular public schools are 
closed because of desegregation orders.

Even more impressive than the

were individuals representing no 
organizations. 


The great majority of open- 
school supporters represented or- 
ganizations with membership run- 
ning well over a hundred thousand. 


Eleven Negroes and three 
whites made appeals for outright 
integration, and other witnesses 
said local option was not enough 
if it would not keep schools open. 


SUPERINTENDENTS TALK 


The plea for the life of public 
schools was opened by the super- 
intendents of the Atlanta, DeKalb 
and Fulton county school systems. 


A dozen PTAs presented polls 


supporting local option and open 
schools. 


Religious groups backing the 
plea included the Greater At- 
lanta Council .of Churches; Pres- 
byterian, Methodist, Lutheran, 
Negro Baptist and AME minis- 
ters’ organizations; Jewish rab- 
bis, individual Baptist pastors 
and the Unitarian Church. 


Four Jewish organizations—the 
Jewish Community Council, Ha- 
dassah, Workman’s Circle and 
B'nai B’rith—arso sent represent- 
atives favoring local option. 


C OF C RESOLUTION 


The Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce submitted a resolution fa- 
voring local option, as did the 
Atlanta Junior Chamber. 


Two Republican organizations 
endorsed open schools, as did a 
group of doctors, HOPE, Active 
Voters, and the League of Women 
Voters of Georgia, Atlanta and 
DeKalb County. 


Others included a Negro East-

After the world is completely 
disarmed, said the Russians, the 
international inspectors would re- 
main on the job to make sure that 
no nation begins beating its 
ploughshares back into swords. 


But at the end of a day in 
which “‘control and inspection” 
were the Soviet watchwords, 
many Western delegates fre- 
mained politely unconvinced. 
Where are the details? They 
asked the Soviet delegation to the 
10 - nation disarmament con- 
ference. ‘“‘Later,”’ the Russians 
replied, ‘‘they will come later.”’ 


Some Western delegates said 
that a “details later’’ attitude is 
part of the game and the West 
itself has no intention of putting 
all its own specific proposals on 
the green-baize table right away 
either. 


After the meeting — Western 
delegations got together to dis- 
cuss what Soviet Delegate Val- 
erian A. Zorin had said and to fig- 
ure out what was meant by what 
he had left unsaid about controls. 
They agreed that the Russian was 
edging toward a meaningful dis- 
cussion of the control problem. 


But as to what he had shown 
about how far the Soviet group 
Will go toward accepting what the 
West considers real control, one 
Westerner summed up the gen- 
eral attitude in four words: ““You 
got me, brother,”’ he said. 


TROUBLESOME DETAILS 


Details will be no problem if 
the West accepts the idea of 
‘“‘general and complete disarma- 
ment” under a four-year time- 
table, Zorin said. But Western 
delegations said they saw plenty 
of indications in Zorin’s speech 
that the “details” of inspection 
might be troublesome. 


There was, to start with, the 
question of espionage. Zorin in- 
sisted that the control system 
could not include the gathering 
of information that would be be- 
yond the “functions” of a dis- 
armament system. That would 
be espionage, he said. 


But the West’s attitude was 

that what Moscow might call 
spying is what the West needs to 
assure it that disarmament is 
‘being carried out. 
*-On this list is information to 
‘determine the strength-levels of 
the nations before disarmament 
begins. The West wants to begin 
collecting that kind of informa- 
tion at any early stage.

U.S. Acts To Stop 
[legal Cuba Flights 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—The government cracked 
down Wednesday on illegal flights by private U.S. planes 
to Cuba and illicit arms shipments by air to foreign 


countries. 


It appealed to the public for in- 
formation leading to the convic- 
tion of persons engaged in such 
activities. 


As a key part of its get-tough pol- 
icy, it offered rewards up to $5,000 
to tipsters who learn of any plans 
for unauthorized shipment of arms 
or ammunition to Cuba or any 
other foreign country. 


The government also called on 
all plane operators and aircraft 
charter and rental agencies in 
Florida, Georgia and Alabama to 
report on any persons seeking to 
charter or rent aircraft. This 
would not apply to persons who 
are well known to fixed - base 
operators. 


The crackdown was ordered by 


the Federal Aviation Agency 
in the wake of a Cuban 
flight by two Americans, now be- 
ing held by the Fidel Castro gov- 
ernment. Cuba has accused the 
two pilots of trying to rescue sup- 
porters of the old Batista regime. 


The program is. part of this 
country’s efforts to avoid any new 
incidents that would increase U:S.- 
Cuban tensions by provoking fur- 
ther attacks from Castro and 
other Cuban officials.

His droll wit was a feature of 
the ‘Information, Please” pro- 
gram, which was filmed as a 
movie short subject as well as 
presented weekly on radio. 


Some of his co-stars on the 
radio program visited him regu- 
larly after he entered the nursing 
home in November, 1955. He re- 
ceived calls from his fellow pun- 
dits, John Kieran, Clifton Fadiman 
and Oscar Levant. He read news- 
papers and books and discussed 
events with his callers. But he had 
stopped writing. 

His birthday was celebrated as 
a big occasion every year at the 
Lynwood Nursing Home in New 
York. 


Adams, christened Franklin 
Pierce Adams, was the son of 
Moses and Clara Adams. He was 
born in Chicago on Nov. 15, 1881.

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Local School Chiefs 
Back Local Option 


Witnesses representing the state's 
largest school systems appeared before the 
Sibley Commission in Atlanta yesterday 
to urge that a way be found to maintain 
public education here and elsewhere in 
the state. 

Briefly, their testimony amounted to 
a plea that the state not cut off its collec- 
tive nose without trying to find an accom- 
modation between state laws and federal 
court rulings. They again took note of the 
fact that conditions and problems differ 
in various localities and that these differ- 
ences must be taken into account if public 
education is to remain uninterrupted. 

Speaking for the elected Atlanta Board 
of Education and we believe for the ma- 
jority of Atlanta citizens, Board Chair- 
man A. C. Latimer cited the difference 
between this city and the smaller coun- 
ties. “We have hoped all along,” he de- 
clared, “that some method could be de- 
vised whereby Atlanta could determine 
what it wants to do with its schools.” 

He made it clear that Atlanta’s board 
would endorse local option or whatever 
other legal means possible to insure un- 
interrupted public education. Transition 
to a system of private schools would be 
an impossible task with an enrollment 
in the system already at 115,000. 

Mr. Latimer was backed in his views 
by Fulton Supt. Paul West, who de- 
clared that “it seems only fair that the 
people should have the right to settle the 
issue since it is they to whom the schools 
belong.” | 

Equally strong in his support was De- 
Kalb Supt. Jim Cherry, who told the com- 
mission that closing the public schools 
“would be a meaningless sacrifice, for 
segregation-integration is a problem only 
partially related to the public schools.” 
Common consent and voluntary segre- 
gation, he feels, wili result in the mainte- 
nance of separate schools—with few ex- 
ceptions. 

There were no hints of threats from 
the Atlanta board against other school 
systems—only a plea that the board be 
permitted to work out Atlanta’s problem. 
This can be done, Mr. Latimer declared, 
without mass mixing. 

It has become more and more clear 
during these hearings that local option— 
even a variety of local option plans such 
as Virginia has—offers an alternative to 
massive school closings. Local option per- 
mitting a choice in accordance with the 
local problem is indeed better than out- 
right sacrifice of public schools.

Will VA Finally Build 
New Hospital Here? 


Once again hope has been fanned for 
construction of a new Veterans Adminis- 
tration hospital here. 

Sumner G. Whittier, head of the VA, 
during a visit to Atlanta said building 
of a 500-to-600-bed facility to serve this 
area has a “high priority on our list.” 

So many promises have been made 
over a period of years as to construction 
of such a hospital that it remains to be 
seen whether or not something will ma- 
terialize from the “high priority.” 

But at least Whittier is on record as 
saying the VA will request funds for 
planning the facility in 1962. 

At the same time, though, he admitted 
that sometimes pressures grow that re- 
sult in imbalance in the national program 
to take care of the needs of veterans. 

Call it lack of funds, pressures from 
elsewhere or whatever you will, the At- 
lanta area is a prime victim of imbalance 
in providing adequate hospital facilities 
for its veterans. 

The staff at the outmoded and all too 
small VA plant here deserves credit for 
rendering the quality of services it has 
under existing conditions. But long wait- 
ing lists attest to the government’s 
shameful neglect in fulfilling its obliga- 
tions to ill veterans in a state of 4 mil- 
lion population.

Wily Mr. K. in Paris 


Becomes a Francofile 


Premier Nikita Khrushchev and party 
arrived in Paris yesterday in his favorite 
role of salesman and ambassador of Rus- 
sian wiles. He arrived as a self-advertised 
liberal and great admirer of France. 

Evidently the French were not taken 
in by the advance billing. Gay Paris 
greeted him lukewarmly, turning out a 
crowd to welcome him which was infini- 
tesimal compared to that which cheered 
President Eisenhower only a few months 
ago. French Communists did their best 
but the individualist Frenchman showed 
himself to be just that. 


There is no assurance either that 
Khrushchev will succeed in making much 
headway with Gen. de Gaulle. While the 
latter appears leery of a reunited Ger- 
many, he is adamant against compromise 
of the Berlin issue and surrender of any 
of France’s positions. His attitude on sum- 
mit negotiations are tougher than either 
those of Britain or the United States. 


The many-faced Khrushchev may 
score some propaganda successes with his 
new hypocrisy of great admiration for 
France. But De Gaulle in some respects 
has shown himself to be more aware of the 
real Khrushchev and the real Commu- 
nist threat than many Western statesmen. 
He may be enlighted about Moscow’s in- 
tentions but it’s not very likely he will 
be taken in. And of that we can be grate- 
ful. 


Abolishing KP Causes 
Ruckus in the Ranks 


Unity in the armed forces has had

Soviet Tune Remains: 
Let’s 


The Soviets again are demonstrating 
at the two Geneva disarmament confer- 
ences the artful use of Communist dialec- 
tics to capture headlines and disguise 
their true purposes. 

Rejecting the Western plan for a step- 
by-step approach to disarmament by con- 
trolled arms reduction, nuclear and con- 
ventional, they have taken other Western 
proposals and adapted them to their own 
ends. They now agree to accept the West- 
ern plan for an immediate ban on all tests 
which can be detected and controlled, 
which includes all with harmful fallout. 

But the Soviets still reject effective 
controls and demand a four-to-five-year 
moratorium on the smaller and uncon- 
trollable tests pending discovery of bet- 
ter control methods. This, of course, 
would leave the Soviets free to continue 
those tests which cannot be detected by 
present methods. 

The Reds also demand abandonment 
of Western bases as one of the first steps 
in disarmament. Having persuaded us to 
give up nuclear arms without proof they 
have done the same, they would then have 
us expose the West to both Communist 
land armies and nuclear weapons. 

Thus far the disarmament negotia- 
tions show little more promise of success 
than those of many other weary months. 
The West is not idiotic enough to accept 
words and promises in place of deeds.

Obsolescence in Politics Cited as Factor 


In United State’s Poor Relations With Cuba 


Atlanta — Comparing some 
articles that I read, I conclude 
that obsolescence is an important 
phenomenon in the American 
economy. No American family 
can avoid facing the fact that au- 
tomobiles and women’s. cloth- 
ing become obsolete annually or 
almost annually. Another type of 
obsolescence occurs in politics. 

That of automobiles and 
women’s clothing, for example, is 
wasteful and hence socially un- 
desirable but obsolescence in 
politics is socially desirable be- 
cause it is based almost entirely 
on improvement of life and the 
national interests. 

In the U.S.-Cuba—Latin-Ameri- 
can relations there are many ob- 
solete things, too. For instance, 
the ‘dollar diplomacy,” the “‘big 
stick,” the ‘whisky and soda 
policy,” the “undue cordiality 
toward dictators,”’ and the ‘“‘polit- 
ical ambassadors” are some of 
those obsolete things which have 
to be changed. 

In my opinion it is time to 
change all of these. This is the 
U.S. dilemma in regard to Latin 
America: either obsolete or new 
policy. If the U.S. “experts’”’ have 
not learned anything from the

Atlanta—The many residents of 
Atlanta who helped the world’s 
needy children by sending Unit- 
ed Nations International Chil- 
dren’s Emergency Fund greeting 
cards last fall will no doubt be 
gratified to learn how much their 
generosity has helped to accom- 
plish. 

Through the selfless efforts of 
the Business and “ Professional 
Women’s Club, DeKalb County 
League of Women Voters, U.N. 
Council of Atlanta and the Atlan- 
ta YWCA, 806 boxes of UNICEF 
greeting cards were sold in At- 
lanta in 1959. In terms of the aid 


given by the United Nations Chil- 
dren’s Fund to over 55 million 
needy children and mothers in 
104 countries, this represents one 
of the following: enough BCG vac- 
cine to protect 40,300 children 
from tuberculosis; enough DDT 
to protect 3,224 children from 
malaria for one year.

Disarmament by Degrees 
Is Sound Plan for Geneva 


Any prospective disarmament pact must, it seems to us, be viewed 
with deep suspicion for the simple reason that history shows how suc- 


cessfully a nation lacking g 
there is anything the Soviet~ 
it is harboring good will. 

When that has been said, how- 
ever, the approach of the new 
Western disarmament plan ap- 
pears to be sensible in the circum- 
stances. We emphasize it is the 
approach we have in mind, not 
specific parts or details as they 
will be unfolded in the course of 
the 10-nation disarmament con- 
ference in Geneva. 

The approach combines flexibil- 
ity and rigidity. It is flexible 
in that the plan is_not a tightly- 
tied package to be thrown at the 
Soviets to accept or reject in 
toto: it is open to discussion and 
modification within limits. Also it 
conceives a gradual process, start- 
ing small and eventually, assum- 
ing agreement at each step of the 
way, leading to very broad dis- 
armament. 

The rigidity lies in the insistence 
that each stage of disarmament 
must be accompanied by effective 
control. This, of course, is the 
only. basis on which the United 
States, unless it take leave of its 
senses, could enter into a disarm- 
ament agreement with the Soviet 
Union and it is the basis on which 
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will can evade agreements. And if 
Inion: today cannot be accused of, 


the Soviets have so far been un- 
willing to agree. For example, 
Khrushchev’s often repeated 
“plan” calls for total disarm- 


ament within four years with little 
or no control. 


The new approach of the West 
does not necessarily bring disarm- 
ament any closer nor can it re- 
solve the profound doubts as to 
whether any disarmament agree- 
ment can be effective. When one 
gets into questions like stocks of 
nuclear weapons, can controls on 
paper actually control the So- 
viets? The best way of achieving 
disarmament is still to have it 
flow as a natural consequence of 
settling the international political 
issues that cause the arms race. 

But at least the United States 
and its partners have tried to 
make something like a fresh start 
after all the years of dreary and 
futile debate. If nothing comes of 
it, the world can _ nonetheless 
note which side is thoughtfully 
working for disarmament and 
which side is merely interested in 
launching propaganda missiles.

Though the 
Senate Appropriations Commit- 
tee voted to add a million, this 
still covers only 11 per cent of 
the budget. And so it goes. 


And so it will go unless people 
in all the states of the Union will 
tell their senators and congress- 
men that they want to make 
Washington, D.C., Democracy’s 
finest capital city.

Of Antique Laws 


SAO PAULO, Brazil—From the window of 
your hotel the skyline of Sao Paulo looks like 
any of the great modern cities of the world. Sky-

Christ had no diploma but He 
had wisdom. He understood the 
hallowed words which He learned 
in the synagogue and He was 
able to apply those words with 
relevance and discernment ‘to 
daily situations and needs. No 
wonder then that the acadeiny- 
educated men of His day re- 
spected Him and that the most 
highly educated men of every 
successive genefation have given 
their finest talents to their quest 
for greater understanding of Him.

In many ways the great driv- 
ing, roaring, money-grubbing city 
is still a village, with antique 
laws upon its books that go back 
for a hundred years. One is the 
law governing traffic accidents. 
When two cars smash, and in the 
rush of Sao Paulo traffic cars are 
often smashing, they must remain 
where they are in the middle of 
the street not only until the traffic 
cops can gather in a swarm and 
make a report but until the judge 
of the traffic court himself can 
come and make a report. No one 
may have been hurt and the total 
damage may be less than $50. But 
the cars sit where they are, block- 
ing traffic for miles, until the 
mandates of the ancient law are 
carried out. 


If blood is spilled the confusion 
is worse. Both drivers get out and 
run, abandoning their cars and 
the injured to their fate. This 
queer habit stems from an an- 
tique law designed to discourage ~ 
political assassinations. When a 
personal injury takes place all 
persons present can be arrested 
and jailed without bond—unless 


they can escape and remain free 
for 24 hours. In that case the 
hearing and trial takes its normal 
course. But to remain at the 
scene means automatic jailing 
until the case can be heard. 


The law has sometimes had 
tragic repercussions. A few years 
ago an American woman was rid- 
ing horseback near her home in 
an outlying residential section 
.when a streetcar—some of which 
are old Atlanta streetcars—came 
through an_ intersection © and 
struck the horse. The horse fell 
under the streetcar, killed by the 
impact. The rider. fell under the 
horse, gravely hurt. The street- 
car operator got out and ran. The 
streetcar passengers got out and 
ran for under the old law bystand- 
ers may be jailed.

Governor 
Signs 23 Bills 
At Hospital

Another Economy Commis- 
sion measure, providing for the 
abolishment of the Veterans 
Home Commission, also was 
signed by Vandiver. 


The measure vetoed was a local 
bill ‘‘affecting the charter of the 
City of Lithonia,” a Vandiver 
aide said. “It was vetoed on a 
technicality — it hadn’t been ad- 
vertised properly.” 

Vandiver’s physicians — Dr. 
Frank H. Goodwin and Dr. Car- 
ter Smith — said Wednesday that 
the governor has suffered no re- 
currence of the chest pains which 
had discomforted him Monday.

After that there was less cheer- 
ing. Sibley kept his gavel ready 
and used it whenever any ap- 
plause started, to keep it short and 
subdued, 


Witnesses on each side of the 
question often seemed to be de- 
liberately trying to wear out Sib- 
ley’s patience. 


In an effort to let as many peo- 
ple speak as wanted to, Sibley al- 
ways tried to make the witnesses 
speak as quickly and to the point 
as possible. 


*‘Just’ identify yourself, tell 
which choice you prefer, number 
one or number two,” he said to 
witnesses time and again. Later 
in th@safternoon he began to add, 
“I don’t want ‘any long resolu- 
tions; we’ve had enough of those.” 


WITH POLITENESS 


Witnesses seldom paid much at- 
tention to the chairman’s pleas 
for brevity. Sibley would bear 
with the long answers with polite- 
ness, calm and resignation. Often 
he engaged in polite and even 
humorous conversations with wit- 
nesses. When Negro John Wes- 


ley Dobbs repeated in his intro- 
duction of himself the large num- 
ber of children, grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren he had, this 
colloquy ensued: 


Dobbs: “I mention this because 
one of my daughters is Mattiwilda 


Dobbs . . . of the Metropolitan 
Opera.” 
Sibley: “I know . . . one of the 


greatest singers of the country.” 
Dobbs: “Of the world.” 


Sibley: ‘‘All right, let’s make it 
the universe.” 


HAVE FULL SAY 


While it was doubtful that any- 
thing new is going to be said on 
the segregation-integration ques- 
tion, Sibley nevertheless let al- 
most every witness have his or 
her full say. Many of them were 
sure they had found the answer 
and “that” everybody ‘else had 
missed the point. 


The only witnesses Sibley cut off 
were those who wanted to speak 
against some other individual or 
group, rather than directly on the 
issue.

When his patience got thinnest, 
he could take comfort in one thing:

FOREST PARK 
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State Puts 
Truck Law 
Into Effect. 


Expected To Net 
$300,000 in Fines 


Highway Department truck 
weighers got notice Wetinésday 
to start using new arrest powers 
under 1960 laws expected to net 
the state $300,000 a year in viola- 
tion fines. 


The laws, signed by Gov. Van 
diver Thursday, end the era in 
which the fines were the ex- 
clusive windfalls of the few 
counties located in strategic spots 
for catching overweight trucks. 


TOTAL $200,000 


Ed Clements, truck-weighing 
division director, conservatively 
estimated the state’s 50 per cent 
share for 1960 will total $200,000 
but. the Governor’s Economy and 
Reorganization Commission last 
year estimated $300,000. 


The lucky counties located near 
points of entry, along fivers or 
at other points that are hard for 
trucks to bypass, last year col- 
lected $281,057 from 4,508 cases of 
overweight or overlength trucks. 


SHARP BOOST 


The new law empowering truck- 
weighers to make arrests on the 
spot for evading the scales or to 
bring suspiciously heavy trucks to 
the scales is expected to boost en- 
forcement sharply. 


The sites at which the portable 
scales are moved to are super- 
secret but truckers pass the word 
or else spot them and, without the 
new law, would either turn around 
or simply park the truck and re- 
fuse to be weighed, Clements said. 


“Our worst trouble has béen for 
them to see us or find us by 
signals passed from one truck to 
another and park their loads up 
to a day and a half until we are 
gone,”’ Clements said. 


Georgia’s collection of its 50 
per cent share, which will be used 
toward maintenance of all roads 
in the state, went into effect the 
moment Vandiver signed the bill, 


Highway Board Chairman Jim 
Gillis said. 

The law provides a scale of 
minimum fines, plus whatever 


else the local courts impose, start- 
ing at $40 for excess size and $40 
for excess weight. The fines for 
being overweight increase on a 
rising scale.

A Stroke 
May Be 
Avoided 


By JOSEPH G. MOLNER, M.D. 


Many people ask, ‘‘Can strokes 
be avoided?” 


A recent article in the quarter- 
ly, “Your Radiologist,’’ gives an 
answer by Dr. John E. White- 
leather of Memphis. 


He says strokes can be averted 
—in certain cases. Claiming that 
all strokes can be foreseen, much 
less prevented, would be foolish. 
But some can, he says. And I 
agree with him, and so do many 
other physicians. . 

How? By the use of angi- 
ography. This is a process of in- 
jecting a material into the blood- 
stream, so the blood will appear 
opaque when an X ray is taken. 
(This is the same way you X ray 
the intestinal tract, by having the 
patient drink a barium solution. 
Without this, the intestinal tract 
would be transparent to the X 
rays and there would be no “‘pic- 
ture”’ of it.) 


By use of angiography it be- 
comes possible to “‘see’’ how large 
the blood vessels are. If you see 
a place at which a fairly large 
vessel suddenly becomes very 
small you know that a partial 
obstruction is present. 


It is important for the physician, 
if not for the patient, to remem- 
ber that the arteries in the neck 
should be X rayed, as well as 
those in the brain, because this 
narrowing can occur in the neck 
too. A complete obstruction there 
can be just as severe as having 
it happen in the brain, because 
that is the route of the blood to 
the brain. 


Well, suppose you discover a 
place at which such a narrowing 
or partial blockage is _ present. 
What then? What can you do to 
keep it from becoming a “‘stroke”’ 
later on? 


One answer is surgery, grafting 
a “by-pass” around the semiob- 
structed point. 


However, surgery isn’t the only 
answer. In many cases drugs can 
be uséd to keep the blood thinner, 
so it can flow more easily past 
the narrow place and prevent 
clots which might lodge there. 
(Likewise the drugs are usually 
employed for an extended time 
after surgery.) 


I don’t mean your family doc- 
tor will be able to do this angi- 
ography for you. It requires spe-. 
cial equipment. 

But — and this is something 
which so often is forgotten — your 
family doctor can refer you to the 
many hospitals which now are do- 
ing this sort of work. 
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with what one thinks. Lower 
forms of existentialism have pro- 
duced the “‘bearded beer sippers 
of the left bank,’’ which shows 
the folly of ‘‘thinking in a castle’ 
and “‘living in the gutter.”’

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Open Schools Win Heavily Here

the Georgia Taxpayers’ Relief 
Assn. and the Constitution Party 
of Georgia. 


Chairman John Sibley had to 
cut off the hearing shortly after 
4 p.m. when it appeared the num- 
ber of remaining witnesses would 
carry the committee proceedings 
far into the evening. 


A second Atlanta hearing will 
be conducted March 31 to hear the 
remaining witnesses, he an- 
nounced. 


Wednesday's hearing was the 
largest and most orderly held so

Sibley again and again gaveled 
down applause and cheers on both 
sides and at one point threatened 
to adjourn the public hearing and 
continue with only witnesses pres- 
ent. 


“IT think we've got a little or- 
ganized applause,"’ he remarked 
once. 


Lead witness was A. C. Lati- 
mer, chairman of the Atlanta 
Board of Education, who outlined 
the board’s pupil placement plan 
and called it “‘the best under the 
circumstances.” 


Geographical consideration will 
prevent any “‘mass mixing of the 
races,”” he asserted. 


The board chairman expressed 
doubt private schools could take 
care of Atlanta’s 115,000 school 
children. 


At the end of the present school 
building program, Atlanta will 
still be short 580 classrooms, he 
said. ‘“‘Where are you going to 
put them?” 


He estimated that it would take 
“10 to 20 years to get all of the 
children off the streets and into 
some sort of classroom’ under a 
private system. 


Murphey Candler, attorney for 
the DeKalb school board, assert- 


‘as possible the mandate of the 


schools or by private schools.” 

DeKalb Supt. Jim Cherry, spon- 
sor of a recent GEA open-schools 
stand, drew big applause when 
he took the stand. 


‘Public education,’’ Cherry de- 
clared, “is not expendable if my 
state is to remain great in the 
family of the 50 states.” 


He said there were 42,000 pu- 
pils in DeKalb and that enroll- 
ment grows so fast 30 new class- 
rooms are needed every month of 
the school year.

When AMF invited § Mrs.

Bobby is proud of his mother’s 
accomplishments. ‘“‘He has 
copies of everything that’s 
printed about me,” Mrs. Woods 
said. “‘He’s having a lot of 
fun keeping a scrapbook on my 
activities.” 


This Lady of the Lanes be- 
lieves the invention of the auto- 
matic pin spotter took an “‘un- 
desirable element” out of bowl- 
ing, making it more attractive 
to the feminine contingent. The 
invention was the major step, 
she declared, in taking bewling 
out of the pool hall environment 
and putting it into a more re- 
spectable class that attracted 
the average homemaker. 


“Today we have bowling 
palaces that welcome the entire 
family,’’ she pointed out. 


But men still have the edge in 
the ball-and-pin competition. 


‘It seems harder for women 
to learn timing and co-ordina- 


tion,”’ the veteran of more than 
25 national tournaments. de- 
clared. ‘But, with plenty of 
practice, women can learn, and 
become good quickly. While it 
takes only a bit of brains in- 
stead of a lot of brawn to be a 
good bowler, there is some 
physical strain involved. That 
strain is from the lack of co- 
ordination and timing, getting 
the hands and feet working to- 
gether.”’ 


Mrs. Woods thinks one of the 
most important lessons for a 
woman to learn is to ‘‘look 
good on the approach to the 
foul line.’ . Second to mastering 
a smooth four-step approach is 
learning how to handle the ball 
with the two middle fingers, 
lifting it properly to ROLL, not 
throw. 


“There's a rhythm to it,”’ she 
explained, ‘‘much like learning 
to dance without looking at your 
feet.” 


| The Alleys a New Look 


She emphasized that courtesy 
at the lanes is also important. 
“Don’t walk in and pick up your 
ball while another bowler read- 
ies his approach,” she suggests. 


She advises against bringing 
food or drinks into the settee 
area: ‘“‘If you should spill some- 
thing,-a player may step on it, 
slide and be seriously injured.” 


Mrs. Woods also frowns on 
women who get carried away by 
their enthusiasm: ‘If you're 
excited when you get a strike, 
confine your gyrations to your 
own lane.’ Above all, she em- 
phasized, be a good sport. 


But following all the rules is 
no guarantee that a feminine 
bowler will score strikes against 
her husband, Mrs. Woods ad- 
mits.

Maxim for successful dieting 
» « « enjoy your low calorie 
eals but never deliberately 
increase your food capacity. In 
short, never overeat. 


Do you have the fixed notion 
that eating less will subtract 
from the pleasure of eating? 
Reason this through, A shapely 
normal weight does not get less 
pleasure from eating. She en- 
joys food but is satisfied with 
a modest amount. The difference 
is one of quantity. 


Paradoxical as it may seem, 
the more you eat, the more you 
will want to eat. There is really 
no mystery. about it. The 
stomach is a muscular organ 
that can expand to make room 
for the size meal. that comes 
its way. Eating to belt-pressing 
proportions stretches the stom- 
ach and in turn enlarges food 
capacity. That practice in- 
creases the capacious space, 
then more food is required to 
satisfy. 

INCREASED CAPACITY 

Is it appetite or is it increased 
food capacity that tempts you 
to overeat? It’s probably some 
of each. But do you really want 
to dull your appetite and sub- 
tract from the keen enjoyment 
of food? Wouldn’t you rather 
continue to enjoy what you eat 
but feel satisfied with less food? 


Be a gourmet dieter. Plan 
good meals and serve them at- 
tractively. Eat leisurely. You 
may need to make a definite at- 
tempt to slow down your rate 
of eating. Put the emphasis on 
taste enjoyment, savoring each 
bite of food for its delicious 
flavor. With fast eating, the 
emphasis is on filling up. You 
don’t really taste what you are 
eating. 


Step up exercise and you will 
feel alive and alert. Since ex- 
ercise whets the appetite, it’s 
natural to jump to the conclu- 


| sion that exercise fosters over- 


eating. Such reasoning confuses 
appetite with food capacity. 
Moderate exercise can enhance 
the true enjoyment of food, but 
it need not lead to overeating. 


LEAVE TABLE 


Get up from the table before 
you've eaten to satiety. At the 
moment you would relish more 
food. You may even fear you'll 
feel hungry for hours. You 
won't be! In thirty minutes 
you will feel content. 


With a new perspective on 
dieting, a slight feeling of hun- 
ger can give unexpected satis- 
faction. You know you are call- 
ing on stored fat. 


And here is something else 
to hold on to—when you prac- 
tice this self-discipline, the feel- 
ing of being dull and surfeited 
after a meal is replaced by one 
of pride and achievement. That's 
real satisfaction.

Old College 
A Victim 
Of Progress 


BOWDON—A center of Georgia 
culture more than a century ago, 
Bowdon College, now empty and 
crumbling, will 
soon disappear 
from the face of 
the land to which 
it helped bring 
education and 
prosperity. 


A wrecking 
crew will begin 
tearing down the old two-story 
landmark about the middle of 
June. 


The cornerstone and the school 
bell will be turned over to the Car- 
roll County Board of Education. 


The school that first opened in 
the 1830s is falling prey to the 
progress it helped bring. 


The land on which the college 
building stands will be used as a 
parking space for a while, and 
later, as Bowdon High School ex- 
pands, new school buildings may 
be constructed there. 


The brick veneer building has 
been empty for nearly two years. 
It had housed Bowdon High School 
since the mid-’30s. 


When the school board opened 
the new Bowdon High School next 
door to the college in 1958, the 
students were transferred, and 
Bowdon College was closed for 
the last time. 


The college was founded by Dr. 
W. W. Fitts shortly after the town 
of Bowdon was incorporated in 
1836.

Our public officials in Washington have a knack 
for getting things all balled up—but a directive which 
the FCC fired out to all radio stations, and presum- 
ably some TV stations, throughout the country Tues- 
day, is a classic example of how our tax money is not 
being used to best advantage. 


In the directive, which con- 
sumes 10 pages of legal-size pa- 
per, radio stations are directed 

to acknowl- 
edge, on the 
air, that they 
are playing 
' free records— 
i recordings 
made available 
to them by 
® various manu- 
= facturers. 
: Since the li- 
@ braries of 
many stations 
are comprised 
of gift copies, this directive has 
led to some confusion in broad- 
casting circles. And that is the 
understatement of the year.

A hurried check with stations 
here disclosed . that Atlanta 
broadcasters are up in the air 
about the whole thing. 


They don’t know, for instance, 
whether they’re supposed to an- 
nounce after each record that a 
particular record was a gift 
from one of the record manu- 
facturers, or whether they are 
supposed to announce at the end 
of a quarter-hour, half-hour, 
hour program, or at the begin- 
ning and end of a broadcast 
day, that some or all of the 
records played were gifts. 


Somewhere in the directive 
the FCC must have made it 
clear whether the names of the 
record manufacturers must be 
identified along with. the rec- 
ords played. But most of the 
broadcast executives we checked 
with haven't bothered to read 
the directive. 


“It’s unreasonable,”’ 
station manager. 


said one 


“I wouldn’t even attempt to 
digest this thing,’’ said another. 


“T’m calling my Washington 
attorney now,” said still an- 
other. 


A fourth station executive la- 
mented: “I’m going to Wash- 
ington and then to a National 
Association of Broacasters meet- 
ing in Chicago to see if I can 


get this thing straightened out.”

“Should we pay the postage 
to send them back?” asked one 
puzzled executive. ‘Records 
pile in by the hunndreds each 
week. We don’t know whether 
we should keep them, throw 
them in the trash can or give 
them to our friends. We cer- 
tainly don’t intend to add all of 
them of our collecton if we're 
going to have to toe the line as 
this new directive indicates.”’

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5 Plead Innocent 
In Fee Fraud Case 


Four men and a woman pleaded innocent Wednes- 
day in U.S. District Court to charges of using the mails 
to carry out an advance fee fraud. 


Florence Wohl, Max Tauchner, 
Harold Richards, Maurice K. 
Kitzman and William Steele en- 
tered individual pleas of innocent, 
and also entered such pleas for 
Trades Consultants of America 
South, Inc., a New York company, 
and Money Finders of America. 


Five other persons who were 
also indicted last month in the 
same case did not appear in 
court. 


According to the charges, Trade 
Consultants of America South, 
Inc., falsely represented itself as 
a broker. selling businesses from 
October 1955 to July 1958. 


Representatives of the company 
called on representatives of busi- 
nesses up for sale and promised 
to handle the proposition for a fee 
which would be returned after 
the business was sold, the charges 
Said. 


The fee was to “‘assure T.C.A. 
South, Inc., that the seller would 
not back out.” 


U.S. Attorney John Stokes said 
the company did not return the 
fees. 


The other company, the Money 
Finders of America, was in- 
dicted under one count of using 
the mails to defraud. This com- 
pany claimed to be able to se- 
cure a business loan within 24 or 
48 hours after payment of a fee 
which would be returned if the 
loan was not obtained, officers 
alleged. 


The five others indicted in the 
charges were Robert O. Fisher, 
Philip Berman, Albert Walk, Wil- 
lard F. Haviland and Nicholas 
R. Kneass. 


Stokes said he did not think no- 
tices to appear had reached the 
five. He said the case was set for 
July and they still had time to 
make their pleas, 


Tauchner, Wohl, Walk and 
Fisher also were indicted on a 
16th count of the charges dealing 
with the loan-obtaining company.

Some homemakers like to plan 
ahead as far as 6 to 8 months, 
and Mrs. John Gibson of La 
Vista always follows this rule. 
A homemaker who is fortunate 
enough to have both a garden 
and an orchard, she believes in 
making full use of her vege- 
tables and fruits, so she has a 
freezer. 


Once every year, in late sum- 
mer, this freezer is filled with 
fruits, fruit pies, vegetables, 
and, of course, rolls and other 
pastries, but by early spring, it 

: has begun to empty, so she and 
» her husband add a quarter of 
% beef. This holds through until 
‘; the vegetable freezing era be- 
. gins once more. 


e J Mrs. Gibson believes “‘blanch- 
Bk ing’’ is the best process to pre- 
cae pare vegetables for the freezer. 
‘ “I have tried other methods,”’ 
she says, “but they weren't suc- 
cessful for me.” 


In blanching, she selects only 
the best products to freeze. 
While still fresh, she prepares 
to freeze small bunches at a 
time, using ‘“‘my pressure cook- 
er and a collander.”’ She uses 
at least a gallon of rapidly boil- 
ee ing water to every pound of 
we vegetable, and doesn’t cover 
he the vegetables while blanching. 


She then removes and chills 
them quickly by placing the 
vegetables into a pan of cold 
| or ice water. Then she packs 
¥ and seals, allowing ‘%-inch 
: headspace, and freezes. 


‘S When time comes to prepare 
ie the fruits, Mrs. Gibson prepares 
% a simple syrup and adds as- 
: corbic acid. ‘‘This prevents the 
fruit from darkening,”’ she ex- 
plains. “If you don’t have as- 
corbic acid, then you can use 
lemon juice. The amount is us- 
ually 1 teaspoon of acid to 1 
quart of water.” 


Mrs. Gibson prefers plastic 
bags and containers with alum- 
inum foil and glass jars. 


This lady enjoys her freezer 
because she can also freeze 
leftovers. When preparing meat 
loaf, “‘I usually prepare at least 
two, and bake and freeze what 
I don't use,”” she states. 


“Before my niece’s wedding,” 
| she explained, ‘“‘I baked five 
cakes ahead of time and froze 

them. They were perfect when 
I let them thaw for the recep- 
tion.” 

She has other interesting 
tricks, too. ‘I usually have extra 
whipped cream when making it 
for desserts, so I make little 

dabs or drops of it and freeze. 
After these are frozen, I put 
them in plastic bags. They are 
especially pretty and tasty on 
shortcake with strawberries.” 


‘ Tiddly, her niece’s daughter, 
likes frozen canteloupe. “‘It is 
real good, especially if served 
while half frozen. Peaches are 
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Bie 
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also better if half frozen rather 
than completely thawed. ‘They 
have a tendency to become 
mushy if completely thawed, 
and loose their firm texture.”’ 


Just recently, she tried freez- 
ing grapefruit. “It turned out 
real well.’’ 


Some of the products that she 
freezes include apples, apple- 
sauce, strawberries, peaches, 
crookneck squash, sweet pota- 
toes, corn-on-the-cob and baked 
rolls. 


“Corn-on-the-cob should thaw 
before cooking, or else it will 
be overcooked and the flavor 
is affected,’ she _ cautions. 
Baked rolls are best if thawed 
in the oven. “I have found,” 
informs this time-saving lady, 
“that it doesn’t take nearly so 
long to prepare rolls this way.”’ 


Mrs. Gibson has also found 
that cakes ‘‘will thaw in two or 
three hours.”’ She enjoys freez- 
ing Angel Food Cakes. “If you 
slice a 1%%-inch layer off the 
top, scoop out a trough and fill 
it with strawberry mousse, it 
makes an elegant dessert.’’ The 
recipe for this mousse is as fol- 
lows:

She knew that 
her food was safe for 48 hours 
and with the addition of the dry 
ice, everything remained per- 
fect.

Now’s the time to bring out 
your favorite, most delicious, 
and fanciest fish treat for the 
family.

Here’s a recipe for a special 
fish treat for serving during 
Lent that takes a while to pre- 
pare, but is well worth the ef- 
fort.

FISH-SHAPED SALMON PIE 


Plain pastry dough, two 12” 
circles 


1 pound red salmon, 
drained, flaked 


1 lb. red or pink salmon, 
flaked 

1 tablespoon butter 

% cup milk 

14 small onion, chopped 
1% tbisps. flour 

3 tablespoons ReaLemon 
lemon juice 


Salt and pepper to taste 


Fish shape: Draw a fish pat- 
tern on paper, either free hand 
or using a fish-shaped mold as 
a guide. Length should be ap- 
proximately 12 inches, depth of 
fish five to six inches. Make 
pastry to cover pattern twice. 


Roll each half of pastry dough 
into a circle % inch thick. Lay 
pattern on pastry and cut 
around it with a pointed knife. 
Remove pattern and trimmings, 
and carefully slide fish-shape 
into baking sheet; place in re- 
frigerator. Roll out second por- 
tion and cut out exactly as first, 
but slide this shape onto waxed 
paper, then slide onto a second 
baking sheet and chill. 


Drain salmon, save juice. Re 
move skin and discard; crush 
bones and flake fish. Melt but- 
ter in saucepan, add onion, 
saute until soft. Blend in flour, 
then add salmon liquid and milk 
gradually and cook and stir un- 
til sauce boils and thickens. 
Fold in fish, season with salt 
and pepper and blend in bottled 
ReaLemon lemon juice. Cool. 
An hour before serving, spread 
mixture over the fish-shaped 
pastry, heaping slightly in cen- 
ter, but keep filling “% inch 
from edge. Wet edge with cold 
water. Now slide second fish- 
shaped pastry from waxed pa- 
per over filling, exactly match- 
ing lower pastry; press edges 
together firmly to seal. Bake

There are several A-B-C’s to 
baking yeast breads. If you're 
wondering about scalded milk. 
pour the amount of milk called 
for in the recipe into a sauce- 
pan; heat slowly until just be- 
low the boiling point; a thin film 
will appear over the surface of 
the milk and there will prob- 
ably be tiny bubbles at the pan 
edges. 


Cool the milk to lukewarm. 
Test for this temperature: a 
few drops of the milk on your 
wrist should feel neither hot nor 
cold. 


To knead, fold the side of the 
dough that is away from you to- 
ward you; with the back part of 
your palms, gently push the 
dough away; grasp with both 
hands and turn one-quarter way 
around on the board. Repeat 
this rhythmically, sprinkling 
board with flour if dough sticks. 


Set the bowl of dough to rise 
in a warm place; that means 80 
to 85 degrees. If your kitchen is 
not this temperature for the first 
rising, put a large plan of boil- 
ing water on the lowest oven 
rack. Over it, on the next rack 
in the unheated oven, place the 
covered bowl of dough. When the 
water cools, replace it with 
freshly boiled water. 


After the first rising, to test 
whether the dough is double in 
bulk, gently press two fingers 
into it; if a deep indentation 
stays after fingers are removed, 
dough is ready. After the second 
rising, to test whether the 
dough is double in size, a slight 
indentation should remain when 
the loaf is pressed gently with 
a finger tip.
